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Moslem fanatics seen behind 
Syrian academy massacre

Syria’s entire security forces were 
the weekend reported to be on 
hlfn alert as authorities mounted a 
massive hunt for antt^govemment 
elements who last week stormed the 
countiT's mlUtary academy In Alep- 
po. kUling 40 cadets and wounding 48 
othen. 

Syrian Snterlor Minister BHe.- 
Gen. Adan Dabba^du Who is also his 
country's deputy military governor- 
general. blamed the Moslem 
Brotherhood for what he described 
as "the massaore.” noting *baf the 
movement was ordered "totally li- 
quidated." He said that the security 
forces were Instructed "to strike 
mercUessly at this gang." and warn- 
ed that President Hafes Assad’s 
. Ba’ath regime would no longer give 
*'room for patience" to opposition 
being championed by the Sunni 
Moslem majority. 

Ihe official admission of the blood- 
bath came after supfnresslon of the 
event for about a week. It un- 
derscored the recent flurry of 
repmrts in the Arab press about the 
outbreak of underground anti- 
government activity in major Syrian 
cities. Including Damascus. Aleppo, 
Homs and Hama. 

A string of bombings and 
assassinations had been attributed 
to opponents ranging from 
■within the country’s five separate 
security services to the Moslem 
firotherbood, which opposes Assad 
fbr being a member of both the 


socialist .Ba’ath party and the 
minority Alawite c<mimunlty which 
belongs to the shia sect.' 

The Brotherhood,. fanAtle 
proponents of the Caliph govemmen* 
tal system practiced by tte majmlty 
Sunnis in the days £tter Mohammed, 
has been defunct for a quarter of a 
century In Syria. It was UackUsted 
by all Arab- govermnehts after it 
allegedly tried to assassinate 
Egypt's late president CMunal Abdtil- 
Nass^ in 1954. 

The Syrian Interior Minister 
Claimed that the movement was 
recently reactived by the U.8. and 
Israel, in an attempt to weaken 
Syria’s opposition to Egypt's peace 
treaty wtA IsraeL The an«»^tiCTi 
was dismissed by Middle East 
observers, who at the same time exr 
pressed the belief that two -Arab 
countries could be Involved in an 
anti-Assad eampidgn; Egypt, due to 
Damascus' current opposition to the 
peace drive; and Iraq, which sseks 
■ to press Damascus into a federation 
with Baghdad. 

Reports from Damascus yester- 
day indicated that the Syrian 
authorities have so far failed to 
tile actual perpetrators respoosihle 
fm- tile blood-bath of the artillery 
cadets at the Aleppo academy. 
Reports said that a number of 
leading figures in the Moslem 
Brotherhood had already been 
arrested. But the reports sIm made 
clear th at 12 main suspects said to 
have masterminded the operation 


were still at large. ' 

Interior Dabba^ s^d 

that the Moslem Brotherhood was 
aided in the raid on the mffltaiy 
academy by en artillery instructor 
there — an arnay. captpln named 
Itarahaim el-Totuef. The latter was 
said to have provided the 
Brotherhood assailants with 
miUtazy uniAwma as well as wltfa a 
secret passwrad that enabled them 
to penetrate the academy premises. 

"Tousef later ordered groups of 
cadets to report from ttelr dor^ 
mitodes to a classroom hall for a 
briefing. When the cadets heeded the 
orders, the Brotherhood’s gunmen 
stormed hi and within a few minutes 
82 were killed and S4 wounded," said' 
Dabbagh.'E!lght of the wouhded'were 
later reported to have died in 
hospital. 

Dabbagh said that the "aasassina- 
tton aquad” broke into the lecture 
room wielding submachlneguna and 
throwing handgrenades. Bia 
remarks were contained in an of- 
ficial statement broadcast by 
Damascus Radio on Friday six days 
after the incident occun^ on Satur- 
day, June 16. 

News of the Aleppo bloodbath was 
first reported the "yolce of 
Lebanon" radio station of the Chris- 
tian Phalange party in Belmt lost 
Sunday , but the sto <7 was at the time 
discounted by listeners as part of the 
propaganda war between the 
Lebanese Christian xnilltiaiB and 
Syria. 


Chronic tension marks 
Assad’s shaky regime

The antl-govemment attack on the 
Syrian military academy in Aleppo 
last week seems to be motivated ^ a 
dwonle tension between that coun- 
try’s Moslem Sunni majority sect 
and the Ba'ath socialist regtoie of 
President Hafez Assad, who belongs 
to the Shia Alawite mlnorl^ sect. 

The massacre of artilleiy cadets in 
a raid on the Aleppo academy 
climaxed a string of bombings snd 
assassinations, which have been on 
the rise In the past few months. 

Many of Assad'S enemies are be- 
ing blamed. And there are many to 
blame. They Include the Sunnis who 
detest the Alawls; the conservatives 
who oppose Ba’ath socialism; the 
Iraqi* who miUntaio a qlaim.fbr.the 
reuniffcatiiiia Ol Assad's part;^ ~ with’ - 
their own "overaU" ^'atb es- 
tablishment; the Palestinians who 
blame Ayrian intervention In 
Letomon for their plight there; the 
Lebanese Christiana for "oe- 
citoyins” their country; the Egyp- 
tians for challenging their 
leadership in the Arab world, and 
others. 

Tet the most active opponents are 
the Mralem Sunni fanatics whose op- 
position to both Assad’s ideological 
and religious allegiances appeared 
to have been aggravated by last 
week's on a projected union 

between the two Ba’ath wings ruling 
Damascus and Baghdad and by ap- 
parent sympathies between Assad 
and the revolutionary Shla regime of 
Ayidoiloh Khomeini in Iron. 

Most of' the victims claimed by 
anti-government attacks In recent 
mon^ had been members of the 
Alawite community, whose leaders 
have taken cmtrol of most key posts 
in the government, the party and the 


armed forces since Assad assumed 
power over eij^ years ago. 

Last week's attack on the Aleppo ' 
academy was the bloodiest anti- 
govemment challenge and could still 
jeopardize Assad's nde especially 
because of the unease the defiance is 
causing within the armed forces and 
the security sauces — on both of 
which the re^me relies. 

. Assad's government can hardly 
depend on the Syrian masses, who 
are divided Into three main classes-. 
F'irst of these is the peasant popula- 
tion, which has switched its 
allegiance- from Egypt’s late presi- 
dent Nasser — who clashed 

with the Ba’ath — to sympathies 
with Kitig HiMwHn of ne^boiiring 
Jordan. 

-Anbfher is* that -.of the working 
class; divided becvk'een the adhefents 
of Mvsctoto snd rightist tendencies. 
The third group is the upper class, 
which argues against the -faihire of 
the Ba’ath sotdsdlst ei^eiience -and 
fOr an Independent conservatism. 

Class anttpatbies, which have oc- 
carionally taken the form of open 
revolts in Syria, have been recently 
sharpened as the {lopulace seems to 
be increasingly wary about the 
wisdom of Assad's sti’idegies. These 
include Syria's submeigence in the 
four-year-old civil war in l^banon • 
Its swinging between projected un- 
ions with either Iraq and Jordan; 
flirts with both the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. without achieving closeness 
with either. The hesitation between 
war peace with Israel is also an 
ifnm **^^***' issue the Syrians are 
zentijded of every six months, when 
in M»iy and November, tiie renewal 
of the mandate of the UN peacekeep- 
ing toroe, UNDOP. on the Gdan 
Heights, comes up for discussion.

It will be Strauss’ first mission as 
chief American negotiator to the 
continuing autonomy ***h«», tiie state- 
mmt said.

Schmidt aide denies remarks

Schmidt has denied Friday's report

likely.”

Interview given. What she, obviously 
from memory, transformed Into an 
Interview, Is false."

Begin to tell Weizman today: 

T am still the boss’

Prime Minister Menafaem Begin Is 
to meet alone with Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman first mor- 

ning to discuss the unhappy relations 
that have developed between them 
over the Ehlon Moreh aettlement af- 
fair. Neither man wants to force a 
crisis, according to their aides last 
night. But the politieal community 
was nevertheless awaiting this mor- 
ning’s meeting in anxious anticipa- 
tion, knowing that it could con- 
ceivably end in Welzman'a resigna- 
tion. 

“I believe they will sort It out 
between them," a well-placed source 
said last night. "But Ezer has got to 
know who is prime minister." 

A source clMe to Weizman also In- 
dicated that the defence minister 
was not "looking for a fight. But if 
the meeting la dramatic — then it 
will be very dramatic.'' the source 
asserted. It was up to Begin, he said, 
whether the meeting would be 
"dramatic” or not. 

The Weizman camp appaiwntly 
feels that a concerted, and not en- 
tirely fair, campaign is being waged 
against their minister by the 
"sources close to the prime 
minister" who were quoted at length 
on the media over the weekend. Ac- 
cording to these "sources," Begin 
summoned Weizman for this mor- 
ning's meeting to discuss Weizman's 
"public statements” over Eilon 
Moreh. 

“But he hasn’t made any puhUc 
statements, nor taken any actions," 
the source close to Weizman 
protested last night. 

The Weizman source conceded. 


though, that the defence minister 
had sot been happy with either the 
content or the form of the Chief of 
StafTs written statement to the High 
Court last week on the security value 
of Ellon Moreh. Weizman apparently 
felt that Begin's instruction to Rav- 
Alut Eitan to make the statement 
was unprecedented and un- 
necessary. 

The Weizman source said, 
moreover, that the Ellon Moreh dis- 
pute waa not a lone Instance but In- 
deed reflected a fundamental 
difference of outlook between Begin 
and Weizman on the West Pnnir 
settlement question. While Weizman 
is Ideologically committed to Jewish 
settlement throu^iout Bretz Israel, 
poUtieal-pragmatle considerations 
of when, where and how have led 
him to oppose several new 
settlements in recent months. Above 
all. Weizman is concerned with the 
effect of new settlements on Egypt’s 
position, both vls-a-vls Israel and in 
the Arab world. 

Weizman apparently believes, 
though, that this difference of out- 
look need not impair his efficacy as a 
loyal minister in Begin's cabinet. 

nie source close to him charged 
last night that Weizman was being 
made a "scapegoat" for the 
government’s embarrassment in the 
High Court last week, (^le Court, in 
an interim order, stopped the settle- 
ment work at Eilon Moreh and in- 
structed the government to show 
cause, within SO days, why the settle- 
ment there should not be removed.) 

Sources on' the other side of the 
argument maintain that Weizman 
has persistently undermined the

Someza rejects U.S. call 


MANAGUA. — Nicaraguan Presi- 
dent Somozs yesterday 

declared that he "will not resign and 
will die for my cause" in responding 
to a U.S. call that he resign and be 
replaced by a “transitional govern- 
ment of national reconciliation.'’ 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, hunenting the bloodsh^ in 
Nicaragua as "a war of national 
destruction” had also proposed dis- 
patching an Inter^Am^can peace- 
keeping force to the Central 
Am^eon country. But this aroused 
wide opposition In' Latin America. 

The secretary’s unprecedented 
public call tea wtfHng the leader of a 
government with which the U.S. 
technically has normal relations was 
contained in a speech last Thursday 
to a Washington meeting of foreign 
ministers of the Organization of 
American States. 

The rebel Sandinists guerrillas 
who are Somoza's National 

Guard in the civil war declared they 
want no part of the U.S. plan. Some 
OAS ddegatea It appeared to be 
only a matter of time before 
Solnosa's' government fell, and that 


the Sandinistas would have nothing 
to gain by cooperatizig with the 
scheme. 

Members of the OAS negotiated 
yesterday on resolutions designed to 
end the Nicaraguan crisis, and 
sources said the U.S. had given up on 
the idea of the peace-keeping force. 
Thirteen Latin members of the OAS 
had drafted a Nicaraguan resolution 
aimed at countering the U.S. plan. 

Meanwhile, Nicaragua’s national 
radio yesterday warned residents of 
the rebel-held eastern sector of 
Managua to evacuate, saying the 
National Guard would launch an all- 
out attack to crush the Sandlnlsta 
strongholds. 

Somoza was asked by a reporter In 
a telephone Interview what his 
answer to Vance would be. 

"Z gave my answer to Vance a long 
time ago," said the Nicaraguan 
president, who has repeatedly vowed 
to stay in office imtil the end of hla 
current term in 1981. 

fri Washington. President Jimmy 
Carter's press secretary Jody 
Powell refused to rule out the 
possibility of sending U.S. troops to 
Nicaragua. (Agencies) 


Sadat offers 
refuge to shah

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
last night proposed a draft resolution 
to bts country's newly elected 
"peace" parliament offering the 
former shah of Iran and his family 
political asylum In Egypt, Sadat 
voiced hla proposal at the opening 
session of the new parliament, dur- 
ing an address In which be also said 
that barriers of mistrust between 
Egypt and Israel have been over- 
come. ' 

Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavl, 
who left Iran at the height of a 
revolution inspired by religious 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini last 
January, had spent two weeks In 
Aswan, before setting out first to 
Itoroceo and later to the Bahamas In 
search of a shelter. He is eqrrently in 
Mexico. 

“We ore pained In Egypt because 
many counfrles of the world are tur- 
ning their backs on the shah after 
having had once sought his 
friendship,” Sadat said, while ac- 
cusing governments which denied 
him shelter of cowardice. 

“Tliese countries are either seek- 
ing material interest or ore being 
cowards in face of those who shed 
blood in Iran," Sadat aald to the 
applause. of deputies, whose cheers 
indicated that the draft resolution 
offering the shah refuge should be 
assxired of passage. 

"The world is turning its back on 
values and ethics," Sadat charged, 
adding that "a famfry is looking for 
refuge, but everybo^ is afraid of 
giving it a shelter." 

He said his own action was an ex- 
pression of gratitude to the shah who 
had extended sizeable support to 
Egypt, Included badly needed oil 
shipments, during the 1973 Middle 
East war. Citing the principles of 
Islam and ^urlstianlty and Egypt's 
own ethics and civilization, Sadat 
urged parliament "to give the shah 
and his family the right to take 
refuge in Egypt.” 

"Let ua make thla every man’s 
right, no matter bow we may differ 
with him," Sadat said. “If the doors 
of the world are closed In the face of 


a man. let us open the doors of Egypt 
to him In the name of this nation's 
ethics." 

Several deputies cheered: "Long 
live humanitarian Sadal." though a 
lone unidentified dissident deputy 
woB heard over Cairo's live broad- 
cast shouting: “To heli with the 
shah. What he has done to Moslems 
was enough." 

Sadat said that both Egypt and 
, Israel have been showing goodwill in 
their efforts to bolster peace in -the 
area. He added that he ezpected the 
progress In the talks related to the 
West Bank and Gaza autonomy to be 
accelerated following his summit 
meeting with Premier Menahero 
Begin in Alexandria next month. 

Sadat said that while there were 
still basic dlflerencps between the 
Egyptian and Israeli positions) "we 
will not solve them by shouting in 

microphones, but b 3 ‘ sitting down 
together and discussing them In a 
civilized manner." He said that 
barriers of mistrust between the two 
sides have been removed. 

The Eg>’ptian leader once again 
lashed out at his Arab critics, asking 
what have they achieved by at- 
tacking Egypt for signing a peace 
treaty with Israel. "Nothing, but a 
big zero to be added to earlier 
zeroes," ho remarked. 

He said he waa ready to agree to 
Arab calls for reviving the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference, or in- 
stead to host a general peace con- 
ference at El-Ariah. But he express- 
ed doubts the Arabs would respond, 
saying: "I know that their conduct 
will be to escape from confron- 
tation." 

Sadat warmly praised U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter for his Middle 
East peace efforts, noting that the 
American leader has been giving the 
pieace cause in the region top priori- 
ty. He also hailed China for what he 
said was the support it has extended 
for the peace cause — as well as for 
material aid, which he did not detail. 

"As for the So\ict Union." Sadat 
said. "X repeat that wc only seek nor- 
mal relations with Moscow on the 
basis of rcspeetlng our will and in- 
terests. 


Begin may not meet Khalil

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
has not definitely scheduled a 
meeting between himself and Egyp- 
tian Premier Mustapha Khalil in 
Israel this week. Kb^ is due here 
tomorrow to head his country’s team 
for the next session of the autonomy 
talks, to be held in Herzliya through 
Tuesday. 

The premier’s spokesman waa ' 
quoted last week as announcing that 
Begin would call on Khalil. But last 
night another spokesman to Begin 
announced, "The poMlbllity of a 
meeting is being studied.” 

Spokesman SMomo Nakdimon ex- 
plained that Begin Intends to make a 
two-day tour of the Galilee during 
Monday and Tuesday, returning 
Tuesday evening. Hopefully, be said, 
the premier would be able to.cee 
EhaUl "on his way back” from the 
Galilee. But the premier’s schedule 
was "very tight.. .Every minute Is 
accounted for. He made many 
promises to settlements and kibbut- 
zim up there weeks ago." the 


spokesman explained. 

Political observers feared last 
night that unless there was a firm 
commitment from Begin to meet 
with Khalil, the Egyptian premier 
would not attend the negotiating ses- 
sion. 

There is a history of personal ill- 
feeling and sensitivity between the 
two men, ever since Begin refused to 
meet with lUialil and President 
Carter at Camp David last 
February, insisting that President 
Sadat himself attend the summit. 
(After Camp David, the premier 
argued that his stand had been en- 
tirely vindicated.) 

Subsequently, Khalil stayed away 
with a "diplomatic Illness" when 
Bsgin visited Cairo at the beginning 
of April. And Khalil declined to at- 
tend th? eper.Ing r<i>9e[on of the 
autonomy talks at Beersheba on 
April SQ. arguing, that the Israeli 
chairman. Dr. Yosef Burg, held a 
lower rank than himself and 
therefore ought not to be chairman 
of the session. 


U.S. ^quick reaction' force 
could fight 2 months in M.E.

At a news conference, Rogers said 
the troops would be used outside 
Europe, where most of America’s 
overseas forces are now stationed. 

Rogers, who left over the weekend 
to become Supreme Allied Com- 
mander in Europe, did not limit the 
mission of such a corps to the Per- 
sian Gulf area. But It is known that

butzlm, whose convention at Tlfat 
adopted a paiallel decision. 

Both Labour Party kibbutz 
movements hope that Mapam's Kib- 
butz Artzl will eventually join the un- 
ion. The convention forming the un- 
ited movement will be held in Oc-< 
tober. 

The convention’s message was

weird blend of chauvinist mysticism, ' 
laieeeat-faire liberalism and in- 
tolerant clericalism," charged 
butz Meuhad secretary Ta’acov 
Tsnrl He ' warned that the Likud, 
led by Premier Menafaem Begin was 
on the wan>Ath egainst labour and 
especially the kibbutz union. 

The convention accused the 
government of discriminating 
against kibbutzim in the Golan, the 
Jordan Rift and elsewhere, while 
"pouring hllllonB" into wasteful 
Gush projects. This was 

reflected in the call to the 
settlements "to dig in a^ preserve 
your economic strength." 

The convention caUed for the ex- 
tension of Israel sovereignty over 
the Golan Heights, and the top 
quartet -- Israel Galili. Tlgal Allon, 
Daniel Rosolio and Tsur lined 
themselves lined themselves soUdly 
the drive to annex the faClghta 
— for fear that Sinai would serve as 


a model there. Allon based his ap- 
prehension on "the unhappy speech" 
of Foreign NOnistar Mo^e Dayan 
who had spoken of compromises on 
the (Solan. 

Galili feared that the Likud's 
abandonment of the Alignment's 
search for security borders and 
teiritoria) compr o mise would mean 
losing the Jordan Rift as well. Under 
GallU's guidance, the' convention 
issued an ultimatum to the L&hour 
Party to vote in the Knesset against 
leaving the Golan, the Jordan Rift 
and. against allowing Israeli outposts 
to come, within the autonomy rule. 
This waa set as a condition for sui^ 
portixig the autonomy scheme. 

Galili served notice to fals party 
that they would only support a leader 
who accepted, their line on the 
territories, maintaining that "our 
union comes to provide the Labour 
Party with a new backbone." Allon. 
for his part, derided "those who ac- 
cuse us of outflanking the goverm- 
ment on the left over Jiidea and 
Samaria and on the right over the 
Golan.” 

Allon welcomed the autonomy 
scheme, urging that it be tried first 
in Gaza, .and soug^ as a strategic 
aim a oonfederation of Israel with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian federation. 

. GoUli parted from “Peace Now,” 
which he and otb^ apeakers charg- 
ed contained elements that failed to 
distinguish between "Gush Emunim 
adventuriim and the real settlement 
movements." 

Kibbutz Artzi secretary Uri 
Pinkerfleld, who hoped for con- 
tinuing cooperation with the united 
movement, saw difficulties arising 
from his movement's prMerenee to 
"Peace Now” rather than the 
"Initiative of the northern 
settlements’ committee” (urgingthe 
annexation of the Golan) .

Ihud: Bring down gov’t

KIBBUTZ YIF’AT. - .By an 
overwhelming majority vote, 
delegates to the seventh Ihud 
Hakvutzot Vehakibutzim movement 
convention yesterday resolved to 
reunite with Kibbutz Meuhad. en- 
ding a 28-year-old split between the 
two Labour kibbutz movements 
which are identified respectively 
with the old Mapai and Ahdut Avoda 
parties. 

The vote waa 227 in favour of the 
union to only seven against, with 
four abstentions. Twenty-five of the 
268 delegatee were absent. 

Delegates also- voted 
overwhelmingly to appeal to the 
Mapam-affiliated Kibbutz Artzl 
movement to Join the reunited move- 
ment and build a frilly united kibbutz 
movement; but it rejected a 
proposal to appeal to the rsUgioUs 
Kibbutz Hawaii movement to join as 
well. 

The vote was taken twice, since on 
the first round only dissenting votes 
were counted, and some oldttmers 
wanted "a record to history.” 

Ihud secretary Musaa Harlf, who 
opened the reunion debate, stressed' 
that Its principal object was to bring 
about a change of government in 
Israel. The Likud government 
would, he believed, be unable to 
complete the peace process, and thla 
would have to he accomplished by 
the Alignment, when it returns to 
power. 

He hit out against the Likud’s 
autonomy plan as an attempt to 
defraud the people and one which 
would lead to a bi-national state. He 
called for the stabOlsation of defensi- 
ble borders on the Golan and in the 
Jordan Rift, backed by the Ideal of 
settlement for peace. 

The head of the Jewish Agency’o 
settlement department, Ra’anan 


Welts, who was a guest speaker at 
the convention, sal'd the 
government’s "misguided” settle- 
ment policy in Judea and Samaria 
waa diverting vital resources from 
Galilee and from Pit’hat Shalom, 
where settlements were vital. He 
. sedd building of 30 scheduled Galilee 
look-out settlementa was already 
lagging by three months. 

^^ter Amos Oz, representing kib- 
butz Hulda, called on the movement 
not to take oaths such as "The Golan 
is an Integra] part of Israel” and to 
leave all options for peace open. 
Israel bad fought for the borders It 
could achieve during Uie War of 
Independence, he said. 

After a weekend of deliberations, 
the convention also adopted a long 
series of resolutions. These Included 
a sharp attack on the Likud 
government's settlement policies 
which, the convention declared, rais- 
ed the danger of either a bl-natlonal 
or a non^lemocratlc state, and was 
pushing the Arab population of 
Judea and Samaria towards hostile 
and exfremist Palestinian circles. 

On the other band, delegates call- 
ed for the strengthening and expan- 
sion of settlement on the Golan. 
Heights, and for a clear distinction 
between “harmful” settlement in 
densely populated Arab areas, and 
the aettlement effort aimed at es- 
tablishing defensible borders on the 
Golan and tn the Jordan Rift. 

On Friday evening, seven new kib- 
butzim .were accepted as members 
of the movement, bringing the total 
Ihud membership to 98 kibbutzim. 
One of the new kibbutzim. Yahel, 
was founded by members of the 
movement for Reform Judaism, and 
Rabbi. Alexander Schindler, head of 
the movement in. the U.S. was on 
band, with a group of Reform rabbis 
from the U.S. and Israel to con- 
gratulate them.

The bus cooperative’s manage- 
ment has publicly always.refused to 
meet for negotiations with the op- 
position body. However, Egged 
sources reported that a secret 
meeting wsk held last Thursday in 
an effort to avert the threatened 
national strike tomorrow. 

The National Committee 
sptdcesman said yesterday. evening 
that the talks had "produced 
nothing, tmlAfta f’TiA mwTiJigi^mmf 
accepts our demands wltfaiii the next 
2 i hours, the strike wfil take place os 
scheduled.’’ 

' It is not. clear Just how powerful 
the National Committee is, and how 


effective a national strike called by 
the group would be. Egged sources 
reported last week that the com- 
mittee's power base la in the North, 
and that most of its sqppwt comes 
from bus drivers. Mkiuiigenient com- 
mands the loyalty of most Egged 
members employed In the 
cooperative’s adzniiiiatrattve sector. 

Another development la the 
reported emergence of a dual struc- 
ture in some Egged branhhes.tn the 
North. According to these reiwrts, 
supporters of the opp os i ti on grosp

Arabs ‘happy’ over Canada’s 
compromise on embassy move!

The Arab ambassadors — op- 
posing any move of tbe embassy to 
Jerusalem — were smiling as they 
filed out of tbe prime minister’s 
residence and said they were “quite 
happy” and “certainly satisfied' 
w|th the “trank and amicable’* 
meeting. 

Clark and the external affairs 
minister, Tlora MacDonald, have 
been under growing pressure from 
the business sector to back 

down on the embassy promise amid 
threats from Arab states of harsh 
economic consequences.

Israel TY ebief Zuckerman 
to try forieappbmtibent

Zuckerman responded that he knew 
It would be dllflcuH. to get the reap- 
pointment (Lapld has openly 
criticized him on several occasions 
since be took office In April) , but that 
he didn’t want to abandon TV to 
hostile forces on ^ outside. 

Lapld. who apparently has not 
decided jret whether to give Aicker- 


man the nod and has not picked his 
own candidate, will meet with 
2luckerman soon to see if “they can 
work together.” 

Meanwhile, TV news staffers held 
a meeting among themselves on TU- 
day to protest what they called 
“serious attempts to damage the 
credibility of TV reporters in the 
eyes of the public,” They noted the 
attack by A^culture Minister Ariel 
Sharon on reporter Raflq Halaby, 
whom he accused of lying about the 
extent of cnltfvation on land re- 
quiriUoned by the government for 
the Eilon Morefa settlement in 
Samaria. They also criticised 
Lapld’s order last week to cut a few 
sentences from Tlgal Goren'*8 report 
on the Kamel Shomron settlement 
that he called offensive. Tbe news 
staff claimed that although Lapid 
has the rl^it to order cuts (since he 
Is oftlclalty the edthx'-ln-chief of TV 
news) , he did so this time In violation 
of professional standards and with 
political considerations in mind. 

They too have asked for a meeting 
with Lapld to their com- 

plaints; the director-general has 
agreed to see them.

case for security settlements.’’ 
When It came to voting on details 
of the merger, the more dogmatic 
approach of the BbbutxMeuhad was 
emphasized in comparison to the 
more relaxed attitude wUeh prevail- 
ed In the Uxud. The preridinm hadto 
give way to objections to the Brnd’s 
toleration of members having 
private property outside their kib- 
butz (tbe issue will be discussed 
anew).

Sharon gives Zionists settlement tour

ESLON MOREH. Ariel Sharon 
bounded down tbe ramp of tfae 
Sikonky helicopter and waved to tfae 
others to follow him over brambles 
and rocks as if lie were leading them 
into batUe. 

His tour on Friday with 19 
members of the Zionist General 
OocDcU preslcUum was a kind of bat- 
tle — to coirect his Image as a 
.“settlement madman” and to con- 
vince Diaspora Jewish leaders that 
encampmriits of pre-fab houses like 
this one near Nabhis are ‘*vltal to 
Israel's security.” 


Telling his guests that he would 
leave out reU^ons, historical and 
sentimental factors and stick to 
“ secu rity and strat^llc reasons,'” 
Sharon pointed to nearby NaUus and 


noted that EUlon MGreh was the only 
Jewish setUement that controls its 
eastern entrance. Hie noted that the. 
govenunent had decided 10 years 
ago to keep the area and two years 
ago to settle here. 

Members of the 37 families firing 
at the settlement, where woric has 
been frozen at least temporarily by 
order of tiw High Court of Justice, 
offered lukewarm water and brandy 
to thelr'guests. ^ ■ 

Ze’ev Salfer, an Anwrlcan-bom 
settler, told tbe group that “if we' 
give this .place up. we have no ri|dit. 
to Tbl Aviv or Jalta...There was a 
Jewish community here as late as 
the early 1900s, and a Jewish 
cemetery.” He said' that they expect 
Ellon Moreh todevefaq^into a.“city 
of 850 to 1,000 famines.”

The Ministerial Committee on- 
Development Towns has agreed on a 
series of steps to alleviate hardship 
for Sryat Shmona residents; a 
spokesman for the committee said 
on Friday. 

Among the steps to be taken win be 
the annual release of 100 plots of land 
for "Bnfld-yonr-own-home” pro- 
jects, a 7 per cent tax exemption on 
salaries up to TLmijKiO, a^ a 10 per 
cent increase on loans to Investors in 
the northern border town. The com- 
mittee also authoclzed a 15 per cent 
Increase on Improvement loans.

ADL siiirey: Anti-Semitism up on U.S. campus

Anti-Semitism Is on the rise in 
American universities, according to 
a report presented to the Anti- 
Defamation League's waHfWtal com- 
misrion now meeting In Jerusalem. 

In a survey of 90 universities 
carried out during the last two years, 
the B'nsl B’rith body ‘recorded 50 
antt^en^e' Incidents SL cam- 
puKS.\^ti-Jewlah graffiti and van- 
dalism aeiwunted te one-fourth of 
the totsL 

“The nature of the incidents seems 
to shatter our view of the college 
campus as cm of society’s bastions 
of miighfaminciHfit ,**. said Theodore' 
J^vedman, AIK, programme -direc- 
tor. The- survey was undertaken in 
cooperation with the B’nal B’rith 
BUM' Foundation. 


One fifth of the incidents were 
placed in a category labelled 
“poUtteal” and inehided activities 
purpcMrting to be antt-Bonlst ‘but c(m- 
sidered essentially anti-Semitle. 
fy^(M was a ph^ieal atbmk on 
pro-Isradl students. 

Freedman suggested that the out- 
breaks were precipitated by the in- 
creased numbers of Arab' - students 
and inu-Arab sympathisers- from 
Third World countries at American 
wdveraitfeB. ' 

Anotiier report, released by the. 
ADL noted the lack Of instmetlon 
about the ^locaust in U.S. U|di 
schools. A survey at 48 high school 
textbooks showed that none covered 
the sifbject adequately. Moat gave no 
esqilanatioti of tiie HOkxmnst; some 
even Deflected to explain that the 
Jews were not to blame. 


“While it is unlikely that some 
form of wnihirinw oT conspiraey of 
sOence exists,” said Dr. Glen Pgte, 
author of the report, “the most IQmly 
explanation ia that textbook 
[publishers have not seen the 
Hidoeanst as relevant to (mtem- 
poraryjitotory.” 

The report did not take into ac- 


count 'the possible effects on 
teaching the subject that the televi- 
sion series ^Holocaust,” screened 
last year, might have for the future, 
“It is too early” to gauge thla, said.

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Bubonic plague reported 
in Viet refugee camp 


• KUALA LUMPUR (AP). — Malaysian 
navy cruisers Intercepted two boats 
carrying^ 900 Vietnam refugees and 
forced Uiem back into international 
waters in the South China Sea, of* 
fieials reported yesterday, adding 
that more than 2,000 refugees had 
been turned away from Malaysia so ' 
far this week. 

A spokesman for the Malaysian 
government task force trying to 
stem the influx of the mainly caiinen w 
refugees — Malay^ has' about 76,* 
000 already — s^d the two boats 
were making for the beach at 
Trengganu, 280 km. northeast of 
here on Thursday. He said no shots 
were fired. 

Health authorities, meanwhile, 
were taking blood samples from 
refugees at an island camp where 
some of the 9,000 refugees Interned 
had developed symptoms of highly 
contagious bubonic plague. Doctors 
sent to the island camp said it was 
rat-infested, but that no eases of 
plague had been confirmed. The dis- 
ease, carried by Infected rats. Is 
transmitted by fleas. 

The office of the UN High Com- 
missioner for Refugees estimated 
that 1 million people have fled Viet- 
nam since the 1975 Communist 
takeover and that about 40 per.cent 
have died at sea. 

Nordln Soplee, the managing 
editor of the Malasralan Bn^Ssb- 
language "New Straits Times,” 
charged Vietnam with planning to 
remove another 1.5 million “possible 


dissidents,*’ and said Hanoi “Is too 
fixated by its seml-genocidal 
programme, against the ^etnomese 
of Chinese descent” 

Vietnam’s ambassador to 
Thailand, meanwhile, blamed the 
mass exodus on pro-Chlnese and pro-

— U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, beset at home by 
complaints over petrol shortages, 
left yesterday tor the Tokyo summit 
of industrialized eotmtrlea to face 
demands by European nattmiM for 
sacriflees to conserve oil. 

The nine European Common 
Market leaders agreed In 
Strasbourg, France on Friday to 
hold down petrol imports to 1978 
Isrels If the U.S. and Japan would do 
the same. 

U.S. offleials said this would repre- 
sent a major setback to plans for 
growth in the U.S. economy, which 
depends to an important degree on 
the availability of petroleum, and 
would probably lead to recession.

TEHERAN (AP).' — Foreign 
hfinlster Ibrahim Tazdi said yester- 
day that fran hopes to force Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi to return 
to Iran for trial through the cancella- 
tion of his Iranian* paasport. 

In a state radio interview, Yazdi 
said Iran bad cancelled the shah's 
passport and by this "we would 
block tala travel to other countries, so 
that would make him come back 
here to face charges.” 

Tazdi did not say when the royal 
passport had been cancelled. When 
the shah arrived this month in M6x- 
ico from the Bahamas, Mexican 
sources said be used an Iranian 
passport to enter the country. Yazdi 
said that If the shah became a citisen 
of another country, he would lose hla 
Iranian citizenship because dual 
citisenshlp is not permitted by Iran. 

There has been no official word yet 
on whether Iran has asked Mexico 
for the shah's extradition. Iranian 
guerrilla groups claim that killers 
have already been dispatched to 
Mexioo to engineer the shah's 
assassination, standing to receive a 
reword of 8148.000 for the deed.

NEW YORK. — Canada says it will 
keep its DC-10 Jetliners grounded 
and has forbidden foreign-registered 
DC-lOs from using its air space. But 
South Kbrea and the Philippes plan 
to put their fleets back In the air, 
despite the continued U.S. grounding 
order. 

The U.S. grounded the pC-lQs 
operated by American air carriers 
after the May 25 crash of an 
American Airlines wide-body Jet at 
Chicago killed zn persona. 

European airlines followed the 
American lead, but last Monday and 
^esday they began rectifying the 
planes’ safety and the big jets 
returned to the air. 

The Federal Aviation Admlnlstrar 
tion still refuses to aDow the DC-lOs 
to fly above the U.S. and Is con- 
tinuing its investigation into the safe- 
ty of the plane.

Thorpe celebrates acquittal, 
but political future grim 


LONDON. — Former Liberal Party 
leader Jeremy Thorpe celebrated 
with champagne and a planned holi- 
day to consider his future after being 
cleared of conspiracy to murder a 
man who claimed they were once 
homosexual lovers. 

Thorpe, so, walked from London’s 
Old Bailey Court on Friday acquitted 
of the charge after a Sl^ay trial 
pocked with drama. 


He XMvedto the crowds outside the. 
court with file dynamic campaigning 
-style that once took him' to 
leadership of the small but onee- 
powertuL party. 

But Ihcape, once rated the most 
popidar politician In Britain, gave no 
indication that he was thinking of a. 
come-back. 

^le career of the elegant and witty 
poUticlan,' dogged by tee claim of 88- 
yeor-old former niaV model Nor- 
man Scott teat niorpe conspired to 
kUl him, sank to its lowest level five 
days before the start of tee trial. 


'He waa defeated in the Britieh 
gener a l elections, losing the seat he 
had held in Parliament for 20 years. 

Thwpe described the verdicts, on 
himself and tee three other men ac- 
cused, as "totally fair. Just and a 
complete vindication” and then went 
off to a quiet celebration party. 

ATOiMieh die Jury of idne men and 
three. women found him Innocent at 
the end of the seven-week trial. 
Britiah editorial writers had some 
blunt -words for Thorpe.

Twenty-year jail term 
for Serbian hijacker 


CHICAGO (Reuter). A defiant hi- 
jacker who portrayed hlmaelf aa a 
diehard Serbian “freedom-fighter” 
yesteriiay began a 20-yeor Jail 
sentence for plotting to kill Yugoslav, 
diplomats in the U.S. 

The taljaeker, Nikola Kavaja, 46, 
commandeered an American 
Airlines Boeing 727 with 136 people 
on board on Wednesday while free on 
bail avraiting sentence on boml^ 
conspiracy charges. 

He switched planes In New Yoric, 

. surrendered to authorities In Ireland 
on Thursday, and waa sent back to 
the U.S. for sentencing yesterday in ' 
Chicago’s taeavUy-guanled federal 
court. 

He made no apology for his ac- 
tions. In a fiery speech to the court, 
he said be waa doing hla duty as a 
Serbian patriot and soldier prepared 
to fight for Us homeland -whatever 
he could.' Efts ancomproxnislag tone 
helped earn him the sttffest sentence 
of six convicted Serbian plotters.

AtTlIHN SONATA. Slarrinz LIv Uilnso 
and InRiid Bm-zmon. Directed by Ingmar 
Bergman. (Gat Theatre, Tel Ariv) 

FINDING FAULT with an Ingmar 
• Bergman film might be cohsiderad 
an affront, like serving beefoteak to 
a vegetarian. The Swedish director 
is almost a "sacred cow," the 
recognized master at presenting the 
human condition in Images that re- 
main indelibly engraved on our 
collective consciousness long after 
we have left the theatre. But perhaps 
the Swedish genius should take a 
hard look at Ms latest work and see 
where he went wrong. 

In "Autumn Sonata” — an overly 
sentimentzJ title for the harsh fugue 
Bergman has composed ^ the 
master seems to strain too hard at 
being Bergman and offers nothing 
fresh. The raw pain we have come to 
identify with his eharaeterz is here, 
to be sure, but the flj*gu<sh is too in- 
sidiously familiar, a dejd t^u of his 
earlier films that is mostly ex- 
hausting, not enlightening. 

Liv Ullman plays a parson's wife 
who lives an outwardly tranquil life 
in the coimtry with her husbimd and 
crippled sister. She invites her 
mother for a visit when she learns 
that the mother’s companion and 
lover for 18 years has died. 

Ingrid Beigraan as the mother, a 
middle-aged but still ambitious con- 
cert pianist who has always placed 
her career before her family, is 
given a deceptively warm receptloD 
at her daughter’s home. The two 
have not seen each other for seven 
years, ostensibly because of the 
mother'e hectic concert schedule in 
Europe and America. 

After the first embarrassment of 
embraces and polite amenities, Liv 
takes ott her granny glasses and un- 
leashes pent-up hatz^ and resent- 
ment in an all-night orgy of accusa- 
tion against her mother. 

Ingrid Bergman and Uv Ullman 
are an unforgettable mother- 
daughter duet, and the scenario ia 
definitely Bergman — 
recriminations and- guilt, love and 
hate intertwined in the most in- 
timate of relationships. But the 
director's hand is too swift and too 
heavy. 

Bergman’s scathing dialogue, his 
relentless closeupa . and Sven Ny- 
quist’s too-exquisite photography 
rob us of our private revelations, 
what “Scenes from a Marriage" and 
“Face to Face," for example, so 
brilliantly permitted. 

In any event. “Autumn Sonata" 
must he seen. Liv Ullman and Ingrtd 
Bergman, in her first Swedish- 
language film in decades, should be 
applauded, even if this means en- 
during the pain of tbe characters 
they portray.

Hia scene changes from the 'seven- 
ties back to 1946 and from 
Philadelphia to New York’s Hell’s ' 
Kitchen, but here again in a nasty, 
aurvival-of-the-fittest tale, there Is a 
simple-minded six-footer with bulg- 
ing biceps who holds the promise of 
becoming a heavyweight in the ring 
— only this time wrestling is the 
sport. 

This would-be superman, who 
looks more like a golem, and spends ' 
his days delivering ice, is taken in 
hand by his fast-talking conniving 
brother Cosmo. 

Stallone as Cosmo is excellent, and 
the raimchy street language that 
gave “Rocky" its authenticity is a 
great asset here, too. But In this 
moroUty;-^!^ about three. bf-j^erSiis 


and hustling for a faat buck. 
Stsllone’s facile resolution to a fami- 
ly conflict never, in his jargon, 
"delivers the goods.”

THIS FILM'S plot could never 
happen In Israel. An attractive 
housewife and a somewhat prudish 
accountant — both happily married 
to other people ~ meet one weekend 
at a resort, fall In love and carry on a 
love affair for the next 26 years — In 
secret! 

That an Israeli housewife could 
fall in love with a married Israeli ac- 
countant la feasible. But how could 
such a couple meet here clandestine- 
ly for 26 years without being dis- 
covered? 

Even if they held their annual 
rendezvous in Acre or Dlmona, 
someone would be sure to recognize 
them ... a second cousin visiting 
from Brooklyn, the neighbour's 
maid's sister ... the kindergarten 
teacher of one of their children, etc. 
Privacy In Israel la harder to come 
by than a six-room vlUa. 

Nevertheless. Israeli audiences 
will thoroughly enjoy and even iden- 
tify with this decidedly American 
comedy — American in its lack of 
subtlety and naivete. 

Based on the successful Broadway 
play by the same name, the film Is 
divided into six sequences, each five 
years apart, beginning in 1951. 

Because the lovers meet every 
year In the same cabin, and hardly 
ever venture outside of it. fashion 
and props become key performers. 
They provide a kind of short-hand 
noting changing times. Authentic 
newspaper photographs convey the 
passing American scene — the 
Korean War, President Kennedy’s 
.assassination, the Vietnam War. the 
demonstrations at the 1968 
Democratic National Convention in 
Chicago, Nixon’s resignation, etc. 

Our heroine changes' from a cute 
Doris Day personality to a Marilyn 
Monroe fcvimc fatale to a long^ 
haired, no bra hippy who changes 
Into a career woman in cashmere 
pullover and sensible skirt, and 
finally a bouffant, pastel grand- 
mother. As for the American male, 
his clothes bMome more and more 
tailored and his hair likewise grayer 
as he becomes more zmd more finan- 
cially successful. 

Ellen Burstj’n, who introduced this 
role on Broadway In 1975 and won a 
Tony award for it, was an excellent 
choice for the film. (Fifteen ac- 
tresses have since tried their hand at 
the stage role.) 

Though the film is too long — 
several over^'-long scenes slow the 
pace to an uncomfortable tempo — 
“Same Time, Next Year" will 
appeal to everyone w*ho has ever in- 
dulged in a "once-a-year fantasy." 
Outwardly, the film seems to justify 
“illicit'' romance as a cure for 
troubled marriage, but the underly- 
ing mes8£ige unmistakably harks 
back to the orthodox Judaic belief 
about the sanctity of mairiage.

When possible, hair 
is dried with infra red light which ac- 
cording to Peter is "the safest and 
gentlest form of natural heat, second 
only to sitting In the sun." Dandruff 
is eradicated with a Moroccan mud 
shampoo and dry scalps are treated 
with eucalyptus.

Juice, or claret. All shampoos and 


conditioners are sMctly organic. 

Not that style 'isn’t important. 
Peter and Tony see themselves as in- 
novators. not followera.

“They’re sensitiye about 
their frees ancL imperfections.- But 
fhey rela^ quickly because they 
know I'help them look better on the 
screen." 

Most politicians — and Delia has 
worked on many of them from Prime 
'hOnlster Begin down — are old- 
hands at bel^ made up. And they 
have no qualms about taJkixig frazdc- 
ly with her during her wo^ -“since 
they know that what they say to me 
will go no further.” Base and powder 
.is usually enough for a famous 
political face. "They are so weD 
known that they Just wouldn't look 
rlgtat to the public if 1 did much more 
than that.” 

She speaks with the authority of an 
old pro, but DaUa — a slip of a glri 
who likes wearing bare-midzilfed 

blouses and Jeans — is oidy M years 
old and was a secretary in TV’s 
graphics department' until six years 
ago. 

‘T told my boss one day that Pd 
'like to work in. make up,” she 
recalls. ”1 did'it to my^are time, 
learning as 1 watched the other gjSnk. 


I learned theory from hooka.^Then 
the TV sent me to an ipfehslve 
month-long course in tsieatrical 
make up in (Sermany.”.*^ the time 
flnlAed, she was able to spidy 
latex to the face and mAe young 
people look old, as wen as work with 
■wigs end hairstylea. 

Todi^, as chief make iQl e:q)ert, 
■he Is in charge at TVs two other 
cosmeticians, Sara Barsllal and 
Tanimus, and often leavM;^the 
tfaree-square-metre cubicle for work 
In TV-dramas and other shows shot 
onlocation. 

Her basic equipment conslstB of 12 
tones of Max Factor and Brandel 
(German) make up .base and 
translucent powder. Darker shades 
are used to -Jovds, reduce 

noses and cover stuUrie. Ughtihr 
tones are used to cover bags -under 
the eyes! Most men come well 
shaven, but on occasion, Dalla must 
ask men to use the electric sliaver 
she keeps in her closet. 

"Men need less work than 
women.” DaUa explains, "Women 
have finer features and you can do a 
lot- with eye shadow, rouge and 
mascara.” 

'* cosmetics worn by hi^-fashion 
models, like those who 'appeared 
FMently on "Alei, Kbtei^,” often 
looks dreadful on-tte scretfta. When 
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Doha saw the models, with their red 
. colour brushed on cheeks to 
emphasize cheekbones, she ordered 
them to scrub their faces clean. 
"Such points of rouge look like awful 
spot! over TV. I know how to put on 
rouge that looks right on the 
sereen.” 

nie mAe up expert regularly 
takes a look at the monitor nearby to

It tAes hours to apply a latex foun- 
tain of age, but the results give her 
satisfaction. "When you put on mAe 
up (or theatre peo^e, the lines must 
be coarse and obvious so that the 
audfenee can see the expressions 
clearly from afar. For TV "it must 
be subtle.'*. 

Some experienced TV stars put on 
their own cosmetics. Dalla Mazor, 
the perfectly eoUfed blonde an- 
nouncer and TV host, applies her 
mAe up In the cubicle as DaUa and 
•her colleagues watch. TV 
newscasters like Haim Yavln and 
Ta'acov Ahimelr goodnaturedly sub- 
mit to znAe up for the thousandth 
time before rushing Into the 
"Mabat". studiOi often wearing 
shorts or a suit under their 

Jacket and tie if the studio is too 'hoL 

As for everyday cosmetics. Dalla 
insists that inost American women 
wear too much. . 

Israeli women, who seem unused 
to lipstick . except m^be at uiAti ' 
are on the right track. "It's better to 
go without too much mAe up,” ad- 
-vlses Delia. "Who knows what kind 
.of ehemleals are In them? VTth 
Israel's sun, you can generally loA 
fine with little more on your face, 
than a tan.” That gypiniw Dalia's 
eosmetie-free face — as does her ad- 
mission that she likes to tAe a sw^ 
e v ery day in the summei;.

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Shockwaves from Syria 

THE MASSACRE at Syria’s military aeodemy in Aleppo 
reflects the deep fissures which affect our northern neighbour. 
Although the Incident occurred a week ago, it was only disclosed 
on Friday. 

Most observers believe it was the work of those forces in Syria 
who opposed the regime’s attempt to work out some kind of un- 
ion with I»q. If that is the ease, the perpetrators did not know, 
what only became clear, later in the week, that the unity talks 
had, in any case, hit serious snags. 

The four-day summit between the presidents of the two coxm- 
tries, whose Ba’ath regimes have been mortal enemies lor Uie 
past decade euid more, ended with a lame declaration proclaim- 
ing the creation of a “joint political command.’* 

'niis body is to replace the “supreme poUtlcal committee’’ set 
up last October when the first Camp David peace accords 
spurred rejeetionist Syria and Iraq to seek a u^on. The com- 
munique showed that little had been accomplished In the in- 
tervening eight months beyond changing the name of the coor- 
dinating committee chaired by the presidents of the two coun- 
tries. 

Besides prolonging the life of the ** joint poUtical command” 
the declaration also spoke of agreement to form a unified 
military command. But the Octoter decisions already pledged 
“full military union’* between the two countries, aimed at merg- 
ing over 400,000 men, 4,000 tanks and 700 warplanes into one 
military formation. The new declaration did not even hint at any 
imminent Implementation of the similar sentiments of October. 

The latest' Baghdad declaration also spoke of two new com- 
mittees. one to imify the rival wings of the Ba’ath socialist party 
which rule in Damascus and Baghdad, and the second to draft a 
constitution for the much-heralded merger of the two countries 
into one state. Similar committees had already been set up as a 
result of the October declaration. 

Both Assad of Syria and Bakr of Iraq left no doubt that they 
had aspired to much more but had failed to attain their goals. 

Much more divides Sjrrla and Iraq than unites them. The 
feud between their respective ruling wings of the Ba’atfa party is 
perhaps the most irreconcilable of the disputes between the two. 

The party split when fanatic Ba'ath Young Turks staged a 
military coup in Damasciis in 1966 to oust the nationalist 
leadership iriiose disciples seised power in an army coup in Iraq 
two years later. The two factions remained at loggerheads even 
after Assad overthrew Syria’s Marxist Ba’ath command in 
November 1970. 

In the summer of last year, agents of both sides fought a grim 
struggle of sabotage and assassination, sometimes through 
their respective proteges in the Palestinian terrorist movement. 

There is an irony in their very quest for union. Assad is seek- 
ing to thwart the opposition of the majority Sunni Moslems in 
Syria to his minority Alawlte ruling class by rallying Iraq’s 
Shi’a Moslems behind his regime. Bakr on the other hand seeks 
to broaden the base of Sunni Moslem support for his own regime 
against Iraq’s dissident Shi’ as now being swayed by the militant 
revolution ^ their fellow Shi’as in neighbouring Iran. 

The renewed outbreak of hostility between Iraq and Irw and 
the danger of unrest amongst Iraq’s rebellious KUrdisb minori- 
ty are two additional reasons for Bakr to push for a rapproche- 
ment with Damascus. 

There has always been good reason for scepticism about an- 
nouncements by Arab countries of impending unifications — 
this latest attempt would seem to bear out this scepticism. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


“EVERYBODY competes in some 
way against everybody else and con- 
sequently each individual tries to 
push aside anyone whose existence 
is a barrier to his own ad- 
vancement." 

Those words were written a cen- 
tury or so ago by Karl Mcuvc’s friend 
and benefactor Friedrich Engels, as 
wealthy a capitalist os one could im- 
agine. 

Today they are coming back to 
haunt his great-grandnefAew, Her- 
mann Engels, 47, still the head of the 
textile factory that provided much of 
the money with which Karl Marx 
was able to support his family while 
writing “Das Kapital.’* 

But not for long, correspondent 
John Dornberg reports from 
Munich. Oompetltiott. it seems, is 
forcing Engels to sell the venerable 
family firm because it has become 
BO unprofitable. 

After winding up the last order on 
the books — worth no less than 9800,- 
000, Ermen & Engels, as it has been 
known since 1837 when founded by 
Friedrich Engels and Peter Ermen. 
will be struck from the company 
register in the city of Wuppertal and 
the factory bulldinga will be razed. 

Since 1960, due to troubles In the 
West German textile Industry caus- 
ed largely by cheap imports from 
Hongkong and Singapore, the com- 
pany payroll has declined from 350 to 
35. 

“For years.’’ says Hermann 
Ebigrela, "we have been struggling 
against persistent losses." 



JOHN TRAVOLTA and Donald Duck 
are “morally unsuitable,*' according 
to the spokesmen for a new wave of 
Puritanism sweeping Sweden. 

Any Swede ov^ 18 can see such 
hard-porn epics as “Luxury 
Brothels,” “Larry’s Juicy Sex 
Dreams" and “Sex HoUd^ In Ma- 
jorca,” but Social Democrat MF Ake 
Gustafoson sees "Saturday Night 
FeVer" star John Travolta as a 
definite threat to the Swedish way of 
life. 

“His films are a symbol for a com- 
mercialism which mercilessly ex- 
ploits youth and at the same time 
campaigns for a lifestyle which 1 in 
no way can sympathize with," he 
says. 

Gustafsson wants the state to in- 
vest more money in Swedish youth 
clubs and sports organisations to 
combat Travolta, and as chairman 
of the State Youth Council, he has 
considerable influence, The 
Observer Foreign News Service 
reports. 

Meanwhile Helena Sandblsid, new 
chief of children’s television on 
Sweden’s second channel decided 
that Donald Duck was unsuitable. 
“Soon there won’t be any real 
Swedish culture left," she said. 

But It was left to environmentalist 
Ludvig Rasmussen to come up with 
the moat unusual moral threat: ice 
hockey. He wanta a total ban on 
Sweden’s No. 1 winter sport. 

"Hockey Is just becoming more 
and more of a violent burlesque 
show,” he argues. "It represents the 
daricer side of the American way of 
life, violent, chauvinistic and grossly 
commercial." although he admits 
that Swedish ice hockey “Isn't aa 

racist 08 its American equivalent."
